Vor the purpose of public instruction, I believe 
that every man ought to be subject to taxation 
in proportion to his propel ty, and we ought not 
to look at the question whether he have or have 
not children to be benefited by the education for 
which he pays. I regard it as a wise and liberal 
system of police, by which life and property and 
the peace of society are secured. It is the pride 
and boast of our noble system of government, 
that each citizen, at the ballot-box, possesses 
equal rights of sovereignty with every other one. 
Therefore how important it is that the great mass 
of the people of our State be educated so that 
each may be able to read and understand for 
himself the history and constitution of his coun- 
try, and to decide for himself what are the true 
principles and policy of his own government. 

I aiu satisfied that the present school tax is in- 
sufficient. The income from all sources ought to 
be sufficient to teach a six months* school in ev- 
ery district in the State. The additional tax pro- 
posed in this bill will increase the fund sufficient 
to teach a six months’ school iu a large majority 
of the districts.

AN ACT to define the Magistrates’ districts in 

Fianklin county, and to regulate election pre- 
cincts and places of voting therein: 

§ 1 .Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky , T hat the bound- 
ary of magistrates' district No. 1, in the county 
ol Franklin, is established ns follows, to wit: Be- 
ginning at the city limits |of Frankfort, on the 
Franklort and Versailles turnpike road; thence 
with said turnpike road to the toll-gate, at the in 
teisection of the Georgetown and the Versailles 
turnpike roads; thence with the Versailles turn- 
pike to Vaughan’s old lane; thence with said lane 
till it passes the farms of John Carter and Thos. 
Jett; thence to the V ersailles turnpike road, to the 
point where it strikes the line between the coun- 
ties of Franklin and Woodford, excluding the 
farms of said Carter and Jett, and Alvin W. 
Cromwell; thence with the Woodford county line 
to the Kentucky river; thence down said river to 
tlie city limits; thence running around with the 1 
limits of the citv -of Frankfort; so far as to in- 
clude said city in this district, to the beginning. 

§ 2. Magsitratrates’ district No. 1 is hereby 
divided into two election precincts, as follows. 
All that part of said district north ot Montgom 
ery street and the Versailles turnpike shall con- 
stitute one precinct, and that part of said dis- 
trict south of said street and road shall constitute 
another precinct; but said two precincts shall 
constitute but one magistrate’s district. The 
voting place in the precinct north of said street 
and ro id, shall be at the State’s Warehouse, 
near the Penitentiary; and in the precinct south 
of said street and road, the voting place shall be 
at the court-house. 

§ 3. That the boundary of district No. 2, is 
hereby changed as follows, viz: Beginning on the 
Frankfort and Versailles turnpike road, at the 
city limits of Frankfort, thence with the line of 
district No. 1 to where it strikes the Woodford 
county line; thence with the Woodford line to 
the Scott county line; thence with the Scott line 
to E.O. Stout’s; thence to Willis Baker’s; thenc<* 
with a straight line to A. G. Carter's, including 1 
said Stout, Biker, and £ arl er; thence with a 
straight line to the residence of the late Dr. 
Wm. Gayle, excluding it; thence to Mrs. Nu- 
num’s, including her residence; thence with the 1 
Sulphur Lick road until it passes James Brat 1 
ton’s residence; thence to the head of Clarke’s 
Branch, excluding Robert Gayle; and thence 1 
down said branch to main Elkhorn; thence up ! 
K.khorn to H. B Innis’s residence, including it; j 
thence to Henry Giltner’s, including his farm; 
thence to William Lillis’, on the Frankfort and 
Owenton turnpike, including him; thence with 
said pike to the city limits of Frankfort; and 
thence with the city limits to the beginning. The 
voting place in said district shall be i^t the Forks 
of Elkhorn. 

§ 4. That the boundary of district No. 3, is 
hereby changed so as to embrace alUhat part of 
Franklin county north of the Kentucky River not 
embraced within the limits of precincts Nos. 1 ami 
2; and that the voting place of said district No. 

3 shall be at Peak's Mills. 

§ 5. That tho boundary of district No. 4 is 
established as follows, viz: Beginning at the city 
limits ot Frankfort on the Louisville and Frank- 
fort Railroa I; thence with said Railroad to where 
the New Castle dirt road crosses it above Ben 
son Depot; thetice with s.«id New Castle road to 
Harrison Allison’s, including him; thence with 
tlie Chris ian-l.urg ro *d to the Shelby county line; 
thence with the Shelby line to the Anders* n 
county line; thence with the Anderson line to tl e 
Kentucky River; thence down said river to the 
1 ne of district No. 1; thence with said line to 
the begining; and that the voting place of said 
district No. 4 shall be at Bridgeport. 

$ 6. That the boundary of district No. 5 is 
hereby changed so as to embrace all that par: of 
Franklin county south of the Kentucky river not 
embraced by the provisions of this act, within the 
limits of districts Nos. 1 and 4; and that the vo- 
ting place of said district shall be at, or near, 
where it now is. 

§ 7. That the magistrate’s districts, election 
precincts, and places of voting established bj” 
this act shall not be changed bv the County 
Court except at the Court of Claim*, and it shall 
require a majority of all the Justices of the Peace 
in commission in the county to concur with the 
Pre iding Judge of the County Court before any 
change shall be made. 

§ 8. That this act shall take effect from and 
after its passage, and that all acts or parts of acts 
in conflict with it are hereby repealed.
